wrapping parcels securely and ad­ 
dressing them clearly and correct­ 
ly should be given more care. 
The parcel must not exceed five 
pounds in weight, and m ust not 
be more than 15 inches in length I 
or 36 inches in length and girth 
combined. It should be mark» d 
"Christm as Parcel", 
Only one parcel may be mailed 
in any one week to the same 
member of the arm ed forces by 
or in behalf of the same mailer. 
Packages of such items as m i s ­ 
cellaneous toilet articles and soaps 
they will not become loosened in 
transit and damage the contents 
or cover. Candies, nuts, cookies, 
fruit cake should be enclosed in 
inner boxes of wood, metal, or 
cardboard. 
Perishable goods, such as fruits 
and vegetables tliat may spoil; are 
prohibited. 
Inflam m able

fluids, poisons, and anything that 
may damage other mail also are 
prohibited.
